Discussion  and  criticism  abound,  in  student 
circles  and  now  on  radio  program,  “The  People 
Will  Talk,”  concerning  the  recent  open  meeting 
in  which  the  new  cheering  section  was  discussed 
and  voted  upon. 

Pros  and  cons  of  the  issue  itself  will 
not  be  discussed  again  in  this  column,  but 
we  must  condemn  the  criticism  levelled 
against  the  personal  integrity  of  Andy  Ter- 
ry, pep  activities  chairman,  who  conducted 
the  meeting. 

These  critics  are  either  uninformed,  misin- 
formed or  intentionally  misleading. 

What  some  of  these  criticisms  are,  and  why 
we  think  they  are  unjustified,  follow: 

1.  Pep  Activities  Committee  let  as  few  people 
as  possible  know  about  the  meeting. 

In  fact,  the  meeting  was  announced,  in  lead 
story  of  the  Universe,  the  day  before  the  meet- 
ing. There  is  probably  no  better  way  of  getting 
information  to  the  most  students. 

2.  Meeting  was  held  in  an  out-of-the-way 
place. 

Fact  is,  every  other  desirable  place,  including 
the  fieldhouse  and  Smith  auditorium  were  book- 
ed for  at  least  ten  days.  Social  Hall  is  the 
only  place  they  could  schedule,  except  for  rooms 
in  Science  building. 

3.  In  discussion  Andy  Terry  was  unfair,  dom- 
inated time,  gave  a long  speech  for  the  measure 
and  allowed  only  a short  one  against. 

Perhaps,  Andy  was  enthusiastic  in  his  pre- 


sentation, and  took  more  time  than  the  oppos- 
ition and  should  not  have  conducted  the  meet- 
ing. But  as  spokesman  for  the  opposition  the 
Universe  editor  took  all  the  time  he  wanted 
and  needed  to  present  his  arguments.  In  dis- 
cussion that  followed  both  sides  had  equal 
opportunity  to  express  their  views. 

4.  Booster  hats  were  ordered  beforehand,  and 
this  was  an  indication  of  the  “railroad”  tactics 
employed. 

Fact  is,  ordering  of  the  booster  hats  before 
approval  was  a calculated  business  risk  of  the 
Student  Supply  Association,  and  neither  stu- 
dentbody  nor  pep  activities  committee  was  ob- 
ligated monetarily,  in  case  of  rejection  of  the 
plan. 

There  are,  as  was  noted  in  Tuesday’s 
Universe,  serious  questions  concerning  just 
how  such  special  issues  should  be  brought 
before  the  studentbody,  how  much  time 
should  be  given  for  forces  to  array  their 
arguments,  and  how  voting  should  be  con- 
ducted. In  two  instances  this  year,  two 
methods  have  been  employed,  and  both 
have  been  criticized. 

The  fact  that  the  cheering  section  issue  was 
handled  differently  than  the  bells  voting  is 
evidence  of  a desire  to  do  the  best  thing.  That 
it  also,  in  a measure,  failed  should  not  be  basis 
for  unjustified  attacks  on  an  ardent  sports  fan 
and  diligent  worker  whose  enthusiasm  must  be 
counted  largely  responsible  for  success  of  pep 
activities  this  year.

Grant  Oratory  Contest.  Three  of  the  best  pre- 
pared and  presented  speeches  of  the  year  were 
given  by  Rex  Lee,  Goldie  Soelberg,  and  Robert 
Clyde. 

The  previous  Thursday,  Raanan  Silver,  dir- 
ector general  of  the  office  of  president  of  the 
State  of  Israel,  was  guest  speaker.  Attendance 
was  very  poor.  The  message  was  interesting, 
informative  and  a vital  one  for  an  understand- 
ing of  important  Jew- Arab  problems  in  the 
Holy  Land. 

Another  poorly-attended  assembly  was  one  in 


which  vice  president  of  Columbia  University 

spoke. 

From  what  can  be  observed,  both  the  student- 
body  and  faculty  are  guilty  of  this  non-attend- 
ance when  outside  speakers,  other  than  General 
Authorities,  are  our  guests. 

We  could  never  accept  premise  that  attend- 
ance should  be  required  at  any  activities,  but 
must  agree  with  words  of  President  Wilkin- 
son, who  was  obviously  disappointed  at  attend- 
ance. He  said,  Tuesday: 

“We  will  not  be  able  to  boast  of  our  intellect- 
ual integrity  or  cultural  responsiveness  until  we 
have  as  many  attend  contests  such  as  these  as 
do  attend  basketball  games.” 


Safety  Valve  - 

Elections-Validity  and  Procedures 


Students: 

A rash  of  democracy  has  brok- 
en out  at  BYU! 

During  the  past  few  weeks  two 
rather  unusual  elections  have 
been  conducted  on  campus,  the 
validity  of  which  has  been  a sub- 
ject of  wide  dispute. 

I do  not  wish  here  to  involve 
the  issues  at  stake  in  these  elec- 
tions, nor  to  join  the  mass  of 
those  who  grumble  and  gripe 
about  their  outcome.  But  I do, 
though  risking  the  perils  of 
heresy,  wish  to  question  the  jus- 
tice of  such  edicts  when  they  are 
conceived  by  powers  that  be, 
manifest  by  artificial  elections, 
and  justified  by  the  proposition 
that  what  is  good  in  the  eyes  of 
those  who  advise  us  is  not  sub- 
ject to  any  genuine  decision  by 
the  studentbody. 

I neither  resent  nor  reject  au- 
thority. If  erratic  inefficiency  is 
a fault  of  absolute  democracy, 
then 'a  fault  let  it  be  called.  But 
let  it  not  be  called  democracy 


when  an  artificial  election  by 
insignificant  minority  is  conduct- 
ed as  a ritual  to  justify  a decision 
actually  made  by  higher  authori- 
ty. 

Must  we  have  puppet  elections 
having  the  form  of  democracy 
but  deny  the  value  thereof  ? Let 
there  be  genuine  democracy  or 
none  at  all.

“Well,  it  ain’t  right!”  rings  the 
chorus  from  the  gallery.  And  we 
agree.  Normally  in  a democracy 
employing  a representative  sys- 
tem of  government  the  citizens, 
which  may  be  a flattering  term 
for  a studentbody  in  which  no- 
body votes  and  everybody  moans, 
have  the  right  of  referendum. 

In  short,  when  any  legislation 
is  passed,  a period  of  grace,  so 
to  speak,  is  allowed  before  the 
legislation  becomes  law.  During 
•that  period,  any  person  or  group 
of  persons  may,  by  obtaining  a 
certain  number  of  signatures  on 
a petition,  force  a referendum. 

In  the  referendum,  the 
citizenry  involved  votes,  in 
secret  ballot,  as  in  a regular 
election.  In  fact,  in  most  gov- 
ernments, referendum  mea- 
sures are  printed  on  the 
same  ballots  as  candidates  in 
general  elections.  If  the  re- 
quired signatures  are  not  ob- 
tained— no  vote. 

The  measure  to  turn  the  junior 
colleges  over  to  the  Church  was 
defeated  by.  the  Utah  electorate 
in  that  manner,  after  it  had 
passed  the  State  Legislature. 

Well,  anyway,  we  don’t  have 
any  such  provision  in  the  BYU 
Constitution.  As  it  says  in  the 
song,  somebody  goofed.  But  such 
a measure  will  be  presented  to 
the  Legislative  Council  .next  Mon- 
day evening.  It  will  be  approved 
by  the  body.  Then,  if  enough  of 
the  studentbody  will  get  out  and 
vote  for  the  measure,  it  will  be- 
come part  of  the  Constitution. 
That  should  solve  some  of  the 
problems.

Annual  Grant  Prize 
Won  by  Rex  Lee 

Rex  Lee,  St.  Johns,  Ariz.,  was 
named  winner  of  the  annual  Brig- 
ham Young  University  Heber  J. 
Grant  Oratorical  contest,  Tues- 
day by  a panel  of  three  judges.

Code.” 

Two  other  finalists,  who  tied 
for  second  place  with  a score 
only  one  point  lower  than  Lee’s, 
were  Goldie  Soelberg,  San  Diego, 
Calif.,  who  spoke  on  “My  Tem- 
ple,” and  Robert  Clyde,  Provo, 
whose  topic  was  “Decisions.” 

Lee  was  presented  with  a com- 
bination Book  of  Mormon,  Doc- 
trine and  Covenants,  and  Pearl 
of  Great  Price,  by  Clifford  E. 
Young,  Jr.,  grandson  of  the  late 
Heber  J.  Grant.  Judges  for  the 
event  were  Algie  Ballif  and  Phil- 
lip Christensen,  of  Provo,  and  Dr. 
Lael  Woodbury  of  the  speech 
faculty. 

The  contest  was  started  by 
President  Grant  to  promote  uub- 
lic  speaking.  After  his  death,  the 
event  was  continued  by  his  fami- 
ly in  honor  of  his  memory.

Geology  Department 
Gets  Stream  Table

Nature  in  miniature  has  been  produced  by  the  Geology  depart- 
ment for  study  in  the  laboratory.  Known  as  a stream  table,  the  re- 
production is  expected  to  play  an  important  role  in  geological  studies 
at  Brigham  Young  University  now  and  during  the  years  to  come, 
according  to  Dr.  Bissel  of  the  Geology  department.

over  $2,000,  the  stream  table  is, 
essentially,  a stream  of  water 
flowing  over  sand  and  dirt  until 
it  reaches  a deposit  basin. 

Wave  Machine 

The  deposit  basin  of  the  stream 
table  has  plexiglass  sides  allow- 
ing ready  made  cross  sectional 
views  of  the  strata  in  the  minia- 
ture delta.  Waves,  from  breakers 
to  ripples,  are  thrown  up  on  the 
shore  line  of  the  delta  by  a wave 
making  machine.  According  to 
Dr.  Bissell  the  table  is  one  of 
the  best,  embodying  many  of  the 
latest  improvements. 

Starting  operation  this  quarter 
the  many  applications  of  the 
table  are  already  becoimng  ap- 
parent. Beginning  classes  in  Geol- 
ogy make  observations;  sketch 
and  watch.  They  see  stream  ac- 
tion; the  cutting  of  canyons,  and 
valleys.  Through  the  plexiglass 
sides  students  view  samples  of 
stratification,  similar  to  the  views 
of  strata  exposed  by  the  road  cuts 
on  the  north  end  of  the  campus. 

Theory  Tester 

Via  the  stream  table,  at  least 
two  graduate  students  are  plan- 
ning to  test  theories  concerning 
the  formation  of  uranium  ores. 
Stream  action  is  believed  to  have 
played  an  important  part  in  the 
formation  of  uranium  ores  in  the 
southwest.  Scheduled  to  begin 
winter  quarter,  the  tests  will  con- 
sist of  duplication  of  what  Geol- 
ogists believed  happened  in  the 
ages  past.  They  will  reconstruct 
old  stream  channels,  then  cover 
them  over  with  sand  and  dirt 
(representing  the  debris  that  sub- 
sequently filled  the  actual  ancient 
stream  channels.) 

Prior  to  the  filling  in  of  the 
stream  channels  the  bends  and 
meanders  of  the  channel  will  be 
filled  with  vegetation,  just  as 
•logs  and  vegetation  were  caught 
by  the  bend's. 

Radioactive  Material 

Then  solutions  containing  ra- 
dioactive materials  will  be  per- 
colated through  the  sand,  the  re- 
searchers hope  that  the  vegeta- 
tion will  trap  the  radioactive  ma- 
terials. Even  if  the  results  are  not 
spectacular,  at  least  a new  ap- 
proach to  the  study  of  uranium 
ore  formation  will  have  been  in- 
augurated, according  to  Dr.  Bis- 
sel. 

Besides  the  research  projects, 
the  stream  table  is  available  for 
the  inspection  of  anyone  interest- 
ed. It  is  located  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  Eyring  Science  Center.

Campus  English 
Needs  Cited 

Increased  emphasis  on  better 
English  in  every  campus  activity 
is  the  objective  of  the  English 
department  ^n  a long  range  pro- 
gram to  improve  effectiveness  of 
communication  and  expression, 
according  to  Dr.  P.  A.  Christen- 
son. 

Possible  curriculum  changes  to 
raise  standards  of  English  are 
under  consideration  by  an  English 
department  committee  along 
with  alternative  methods  for  di- 
viding freshman  English  students 
according  to  level. 

Program  Endorsed 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
endorsed  the  program,  stating 
that  he  is  “determined  that  stu- 
dents must  be  better  prepared  in 
English,”  and  that  this  is  the 
“most  important  single  factor  in 
the  curriculum.” 

According  to  President  Wilkin- 
son, the  campus  curriculum  com- 
mittee is  awaiting  recommenda- 
tions from  the  English  depart- 
ment on  possible  additions  to  the 
schedule. 

Karl  Young,  freshman  English 
director,  stated  that  the  present 
method  of  dividing  freshman  stu- 
dents is  under  study,  and  compar- 
ed it  with  two  other  methods 
used  at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity during  the  past  six  years. 

Three  Systems 

Prior  to  1949,  English  A,  a pre- 
liminary course,  was  given  with 
no  credit.  For  one  year  follow- 
ing, students  were  divided  into 
classes  on  four  levels,  all  with 
credit.  Since  1950  BYU  has  used 
the  present  system,  placing  ap- 
proximately eight  per  cent  of  the 
class  in  English  IA  and  eight  per 
cent  in  English  11. 

A weakness  of  this  system, 
according  to  Prof.  Young,  is  that 
only  one  section  each  hour  is  giv- 
en in  each  special  division,  auto- 
matically limiting  the  number  of 
students  who  can  be  classified  on 
these  levels. 

UCLA,  80-8 

He  compared  the  eight  per  cent 
in  English  IA  with  English  at 
UCLA  where  nearly  80  per  cent 
of  the  freshmen  take  a special 
preparatory  course  through  the 
extension  division  and  are  charg- 
ed $20. 

In  a speech  to  a recent  faculty 
meeting,  Dr.  P.  A.  Christensen, 
English  department  chairman,  ad- 
monished faculty  members  to 
create  in  students  a need  for  and 
an  ideal  of  the  effective  word, 
spoken  and  written.”  He  urged 
them  to  create  in  every  nook  and 
corner  of  the  campus  “a  climate 
unfriendly  to  bad  English  and 
encouraging  to  good  English.”

This  is  one  of  the  methods 
that  enable  all  sixteen  student 
teachers  sharing  Room  227  in  the 
Eyring  Science  Center  to  fit  into 
their  ten  by  fifteen  foot  office 
at  the  same  time. 

Between  hasty  breaths  they  re- 
mind each  other  they  must  work 
only  one  more  week  in  the  sar- 
dine-type office.  Winter  quarter 
the  language  laboratory  will 
move  to  a spacious  room  in  the 
new  McKay  Building. 

Besides  the  modern  language 
instructors,  the  room  also  con- 
tains seven  desks,  five  chairs,  one 
filing  cabinet,  three  tape  record- 
ers, three  record  players,  modem 
language  publication  issues,  lang- 
uage department  masters  thesis’, 
disc  recordings,  complete  modem 
language  tape  recording  library, 
linguistic  phone  sets,  and  one  of 
three  pencil  sharpeners  in  the 
Eyring  Science  Center. 

Not  only  is  the  room  used  as 
an  office  for  the  instructors,  but 
it  also  serves  them  simultaneous- 
ly as  a student-teacher  consulta- 
tion room,  study  hall,  and  labor- 
atory for  approximately  1,000 
language  students.  When  all  lang- 
uages are  in  full  progress,  the 
room  is  reminiscent  of  a modem 
miniature  of  Babel. 

The  interior  decoration  of  the 
room  centers  around  two  pictures 
and  myriads  of  announcements 
tacked  helter-skelter  all  over  the 
high  ceilinged  walls.  Coats  drap- 
ed effectively  over  one  comer  of 
a desk  add  a touch  of  casualness 
to  the  room,  while  the  books  toss- 
ed carelessly  on  the  floor  and 
desk  tops  give  it  a well  lived  in 
appearance.
